THE OUTLOOK. 
INVERTEBRATION OF THE RING. 
Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Sr. Louis, Nov. 24.—There is no doubt that 
the spirit of the Whisky Ring is completely 
broken, and confidence in the ability of any of 
the members to make anything like a enccessful 
defense utterly destroyed. The conviction of 
McDonald was a crushing blow, and has con- 
vineed those who are unttied of the utter hope- 
lessness of a fight. 

AVERY'S DESPONDENCY. 

A story, apparently truthful, was told to-day 
to the effect that Avery bad expressed himself as 
having but little hope of acquittal. He said 
that puolic prejudice was so strong-against those 
suspected of being implicated in the frauds on 
the Treasury that a fair trial was almost impos- 
sible, and that, therefore, he had made up bis 
mind to expect the worst. 

AVEBY'S DESPONDENCY NOT HYPOCHONDBIAC. 

A verdict of guilty in Avery’s case is looked 
upon as already assured, so complete is the 
cbain of evidence begun with Megrue to-day. 
The prosécuting attorneys will on Friday intro- 
duce letters from Avery t& Joyce, showing that 
Avery did send information to the Ring when- 
ever a raid was contemplated by the Treasury 
Department. These letters are in reply to let- 
ters from Joyce warning Avery to be vigilant, 
and to send all neceesary information promptly. 

VERY PIQUANT NEWS. 

An evening paper publishes a statement that 
Gen. McDonald said to a triend who vi-ited him 
in jail: ** If they do not let me out of this d—d 
place very quick, I will blistera lot of fellows 
higher in authority than I was.”

MEGRUE’S TESTIMONY REGARDING HIM. 
Speciat Dispatch to The Chwago Trioune, 

Sr. Lovis, Nov. 24.—In consequence of the 
attractions at the Pacific Railroad Convention 
this morning there was no great crowd of spec- 
tators at hand when Court opened, but the case 
bad not proceeded far before there was a perfect 
jam of auditors. .

former trial, that Joyce had written 
to him in 1871 to come here from 
Cincinnati, where be then was. and he came 
that he agreed with Joyce and McDonald to ar-

‘Ring; that he acted in accordance with that 


agreement, assuring distillers of protection in 
the fraudulent practices by the Government 
Officials. He detailed the manner of operating, 
and furnished the names of illicit distillers 
and of the various local revenue offi- 
cers who were concerned in the Ring. 
He told of dividing the money 
into five parts—one for himself, one for Joyce, 
one for McDonald, one for Ford, and one for 
McKee. He gave estimates of the amounts col- 
lected weekly from the distileries, and the 
amounts paid to the Gaugers and Storekeevers. 
A part of the fund set apart for the subordinate 
officers went to Fitzroy,a part to Concannon, 
and a part was set aside for William O. Avery. the 
defendant. This laet portion witness always 
gave to Joyce. At first the amount of it was 
$100 per week at Joyce's direction, bat Joyee 
returned from a Washington trip early in 1872, 
and said that 
AVERY must HAVE $300 PER WEEK, 
and this amount was always set aside. After 
that the money was always put in an envelope 
marked Avery, aod banded to Joyce, or, 
sometimes, to Fitzroy. Witness never paid 
Avery any money in person, and bas no positive 
knowledge of his being paid. Witness told of 
making an agreement with Brazier, a Revenue 
Agent who came here, by which Brazier, who 
had discovered the frauds, was to make 
a favorable report. He paid Brazier 
$1.000 at the Soatbern Atel here, and 
either $3,000 or $4,000 at the Carlyle House in 
Cincinnati. At the latter place Brazier presented 
witness with a copy of the whitewashing report, 
and witness still bad it in his possession, Wit- 
ness saw him once in the eummer or early fall of 
1872, but had no conversation with him. He 
was in the company of Fitzroy and Thorpe when 
witness saw him.

HOW Manu TRIED TO GET HIS FINS UPON THE

an interest in the claim, % I went to Senator 
Spencer to get him to have the requisition withbe)d. 
I told Spencer that there was money in it, and asked 
him to interfere for & time, He at 
once said the aim should never be 
paid at all. So he went to the House and called out 
Mr, Dawes, and had a resolute bed the 
House stopping payment of the entire claim. I didn’t 
want this done, of course. u was that I would 
get the requisition withheld Spencer’s infic- 
ence on Sixth Auditor Martin, and then, through the 
attorney mentioned, I would get an interest in the 
claim without paying anything for it, and then would 
pave it paid. Spencer had the claim killed 
because, as he said, he enemy

IN CHICAGO. 
4 QUESTION OF COUNTERFEITING. 

There is reason to believe that one of the 
most dangerous enemies of the Revenue Bureau 
is the counterfeiter. All other methods of 
stealing dwarf themselves beside this, and the 
damage done by the use of forged stamps is one 
that has secretly been claiming much at- 
tention of late. It is said by persons in a posi- 
tion to know that this branch of the business 
has been traced to Chicago, and that there is 
evidence pointing to the use of the counterfeits 
by at least one distiller in this city. This feature 
bas been considered only a few days, and in the 
most careful and secret manner, by an Agent 
sent bere for the purpose. 

All that could be learned about it last night 
was that the examination now going on of stubs, 
stamps, and returns revealed toan astounded 
officer the shipment of two packages of liquor 
from this city within the same week under the 
same numbered and lettered stampe. The mis- 
sion of the Goveroment Agent is to find out 
other facts in the same connection. If the facts 
are properly brought home, there will be s seiz- 
ure and some arrests of parties not heretofore 
suspected.

This showed simply that the Government had 
given permission to store this whisky in the 
warehouse. When the distiller wi to put 
thie whisky upou the market be had to apply for 
aod puchase tax-paid stamps, the sum paid 
for these stamps being, of course. the ate 
tax on the whisky w he wished to take out. 
The system was so complete that it was almost 
impossible to pat any crooked whisky directly 
upon the market from the distillery. The plan 
was then conceived of getting the crooked whis- 
ky into the rectifier’s vats, and afterwards get- 
ting it out on to the market by the systems 
before —— It would ~ course be difficuit 
when a Storekee was on duty ata distillery 
so bstautially all the daytime to draw off any 
large amount, or indeed any amount, of spirits 
and take it away without bis koowledge. The 
methods used to evade the officer were compara- 
tively simple. Nothing more was neeeed than 
the cover of night and the use of wagons and 
swift horses. This process of- drawing off by 
night aud car to a rectifying house was 
pretty fully d bed in the case of 
whose distill was not long ago seized. It 
may be stated ly that in tims, as in many 
other cases of the kind, it is alleged that the 
proprietors or their agents drew off by night, 
steaithily carried the barrels to the rectifier, who 
at once dumped them into his vate. 
A VARIATION ON THIS PLAN 
was the double or treble use of. stamped barreis. 
In this case, the distiller applied for tax-paid 
stamps on (say) 50 barrels of whisky, and took 
it directly to the rectifler's house. Then, uader 
cover of night, he returned the barrels to his 
distillery, and relied them. It was necessary 
that this should be done inside of one day, be- 
cause the tax-paid stamp had on it toe date on 
which the tax bad been paid, and if barrels were 
to be seen about a distillery having upon them 
stamps of a date otber than the date they were, 
or in the warebouse, it would be prima 
facie evidence of fraud. The removal of stam es 
from the heads of the barrels was naturally 
u variation of this plan. The Government bas 
in ite posseesion evidence against a certain firm 
showing that the same stamp was used nine or 
ten times om different barrels of whisky. It was 
simply necessary to take the barrels to the rec- 
titten s house, dump the spirits into his vats, 
carefully remove the stamps, hb back with 
them to the bonded warehouse of the distillery, 
and clap them on other The advantage 
of this plan over the one laet named was that 
the barrels could be taken through the streets to 
the railroads or auy other place by da- 
light, because, unlike the stolen whisky, 
they had upon them regular tax-paid 
stamps. Besides, carrying back the stamps 
to the bonded warehouse was a very smal! mat- 
ter as compared with taking back the bulky 
barrels. Ove firm in Chicago is known to bave 
stolen over a half million dollars by the double 
and trebie use of stamps in this simple way.

a CERMANY AND FRANCE. 
A WORK WRITTEN OR INSPIRED BY COUNT AAN. 
Dispatch to London Times, 

Pants, Nov. 8.—A work bas appeared at 
Zurich, attributed to, or at least inspired by, 
Count Arnim. containing hitherto unpublished 
dispatches written or received by him. In one 
of these, dated just after M. Thiers’ resignation, 
he states that, thanks to M. Thiers’ franchise, 
and in spite of his ability, Germany, some 
short Chauvinistic interludes excepted, had 
lived with no French Government in such 
proper relations as with him. He suggests that 
the Emperor William should convey to bim 
some gracious words of acknowledgment of bis 
eiforts io concluding peace. In a dispatch dated 
June 19, 1873, Prince Bismarck, commenting on 
the Count es statement that the best French Gov- 
ernment for Germany sould be that which would 
have to expend the greater part of i's strength 
in fighting its internal enemies, takes this as a 
sign that the Cougt bas perceived the force of ob- 
jec-ions which Privce Bismark bad not uusuccess- 
folly urged on the Emperor against his pre- 
vious vie se. The Prince reproaches the Count 
with having for eight mouths made the Emperor 
share opposite sentiments, ee causing, or 
at least faciluating, M. Thiers’ fall, which was 
not advavtageous to Germany. He charges 
Arnim with paralyzing his own efforts to support 
Thiers, with pereuading the Emperor that toe 
course ef events in Frauce under ‘hers’ direc- 
tion might. imperil the monarcaical principle in 
Europe, thus preventing the Emperor from 
allowing Bismarck to insernc: nim to 
exert all hie influence in Thiers’ favour. 
Arnin’s, influence on the Emperor's mind 
had been Ministerial rather than Ambassedorial, 
and bad fo:ced Bismarck apvparentiy to indorse a 
political blunder. Exhausted by serious and 
successful labors, Bismarck could not continue 
to struggle in che Cabinet against an Ambassa- 
dor hostile to his views, and doing bis utmost, 
by writing aud orally, to defend a policy other 
tuan that of the responsible Minister. He had, 
therefore, made a proposal to his Majesty in 
order to restore ounity and discipline 
in the Foreign Department. Assuming 
this dispatch to de anthentic, the 
only wonder is thas Count Arnim retained his 
post for ten months afverwards. The book also 
describes the Count’s interviews with Prince Bis- 
marck. On thelst of September, 1873, the 
“Count, it says, begged the Prince to explain the 
cause of bis persecutions, on which the Prince 
poured forth a flood of reproacaes, whica the 
papers lying before him showed that be had pre- 
pared oimseif with. He maintained that it was 
be who was persecuted. the Count baving for 
eight mooths or a year injured his bealth and 
robbed him of rest. He said: 

You conspire with the Empress, and you will not 
rest till you sit here at the table at which I am sitting. 
I have found that it is not worth having. I have known 
you from youth. In every superior—#o you said years 
agO—you see a natural enemy. At this moment I am

Burning of the Fisher Flouring Mills 

on Desplaines Street. 

Loss Estimated at Between 818, 
0 000 and $20,000. 


Yesterday’s Record of Fires Elsewhere. 


IN CHICAGO. 
FISHER'S FLOURING MILL. 

A disastrogs tire occurred on the West Side 
yesterday moraing at 9 o'clock, and for some 
time threatened to develop into au extensive 
conflagration. The building involved was the 
four-story and basement stone front Nos. 20 and 
22 South Desplaines street, between Washington 
and Randolph, and owned by August Fisher, 


who used it as a flour and feed mill, and carried 


ons large manufacturing business, shipping bis 
products mainiy to New York avd Baltimore. 
The structure bas a frontage of 50 
feet on Desplaines street, and extends 
eastward to the alley 160 feet, the front balf 
having been constructed in 1873 and the rear iu 
1869, at a total cost of $22,800. The fire was 
first discovered by the workmen, who state that 
it probably originated on the gecond floor, near 
the alley, but noné of them were near the place 
at the time, and were first notified of it by the 
volume of smoke which began to stifle them, and 
caused them to withdraw from the building, 
Mr. Fisher and one of his men had been running 
the mill during the whole of the night before, 
and left it all right at 6:30 yesterday morning, 
when about a dozen men began wor A close 
investigation of the course of the fire, made ves- 
terday afternoon, makes it appear quite probable 
— 2 the fire originated from the grain-drying 

Un. 

The flames made rapid headway, and envel- 


oped the second and third floora, where the grain- 
and bolting-chests were wsit- 
The grain, of which there was o large 
quantity in the building, was also quickly set on 
fire, and sent immense volume- of smoke from 
tbe windows and over the city, thus attractiug a 
very large concourse of people. 
A few minutes elapsed before an alarm was 
pw to the firemen in the chemical engine- 
ouse, corver of Washington and Clinton 
streets, and at 9 o'clock the signal was struck 
from Box No. 512, and in ten minates after- 
wards a second alarm was given. The firemen 
responded promptly, and succeeded in con- 
timing the fire to the three upper floors 
of the rear building, all of which, together 
with their contevis and the roof, were 
burned. The building had been the subject 


of an inspection by Supt. Baiiey's meo, and, ap- 


pearing as if it might collabse at any moment, 
the Fire-Marsbai as loath to bave tbe tiremen 
eater it. The walls bad bulged out, and the key- 
stones were dropping from their places, the im- 
moe weicht in the bu lding causing it to settle 
sod render it liable to fall. By 12 o'clock the 
Department succeeded in entirely subdding 


the ‘ire. 
Loss AND INSURANCE. 

Owing to the diflicuity of ascertaining the per- 
centage of loss on grain aud maaufactuyed otoc,, 
a correct estimate of the loss cannot now be 
given, but it was ‘figured in round numbers at 
510.000, while some placed it at $15,000. It is 
beheved that the building was damaged to the 
extent of 10 per cent at least, the machine 
about the same amount, and tbe flour, feed, an 
grain about 50 per cent. Mr. Fisher stated that 
the building cost him $22,000, the machinery 
$23,000, and stock 97,000, making a total of 
$53,000, on which he bas insurance amowoting

THE PACIFIC DISASTER. 
San Francisco, Cal, Nov. 24.—The Victoria 


Standard, received by steamer, says that an ef- 
fort will be made to procure the attendance of 
the Captain and crewof the Orpheus at the in- 
quest on the bodies of the victims of the Pacific 
disaster, and a searching inquiry will be made as 
to the cause of the disaster. Charles Thomp- 
sop, one of the crew of the ship Orpheus, has 
made a sworn statement before a Notary Public, 
in Port Townsend, which charges the Captain of 
the Orpheus with having been the cause of the 
Gusaster. He says t on raising the 
lights of the Pacifico he was ordered by the geo- 
ond mate to head for it, aod a few mioutes after 
the Captain came on deck, and ordered him to 
again put her upon ber course. About three 
minutes afterward he was o:dered by the Cap- 
tain to let her *‘ laff,” which he did. After this, 
the Captain signified his intention to speak the 
steamer, for which purpose a light was kept 
dead ahead unt.) the two vessele coMided. Then 
the steamer followed the ship, the people on 
board shouting and calling on the Captain of the 
Orpheus to op and rescue them, but he aid not 
heed their eries, but kept on his course, aud the 
steamer was soon lost to view. 

San PRanorsoo, Nov. 24.—The Victoria papers, 
in the account of the inquest on the bodies of 
the victims of the Pacific disaster, show by the 
testimony of the sailor at the wheel of the 
Orpheus, the colliding ship, that the Captain 
steered directly athwart che course of the Pacific, 
changing hie course evera!l times in an 
manver. The steamer’s side-lights were visible. 
It was ascertained ia a few moments that tye 
Orpheus was making no water, but no attention 
was paid tothe bails from the steamer. The 
Orpheus resumed ber course 
an effort to as ist the Pacific, 
The testimony of O'Hailop, the rescued 
Quartermaner, and Jelly, a passenger on the 
Pacific, showed a lack of discipline on board, 
aod a want of authority on the part of the offi- 
doors. After the collision the passengers were 
crowded, and the bosts could not than be 
launched. The crew of the steamer were ail 
asleep below except the belmsman, watchman, 
aud officer on deck. Their testimony mainly

THE LOST CITY OF WACO. 

Gatvrstox, Nov. 24.—Afiidavits taken of dif- 
ferent persons who made diligent search for the 
lost passengers and crew of the City of Waco 
furnish a full and complete account of all the 
information obtained. The evidence of Lemuel 
Brown, insurance agent, also of the officers of 
the tug and of the Captain of the Calcasine 
schooner, which picked up the foremast of the 
Waco, allagiee tha: the mast burned off be- 
low the deck of the vessel, showing that tiie fize 
must have originated below.

FATAL WHIRLWIND. 

The Newbern (N. C.) Times has a letter from 
Beaufort, N. C., dated Nov. 17, which says: On 
Mondav, the 10th inst., a terrible calamity befel 
the family of Mre. Clara Gaskill, on Harker’s 
Island. in this county. & whirlwiad or water- 
s pout it is not positively known which— was seen 
by persons on the banks approach from the south- 
west. It came up the beach aud followed tl esho:e 
on the seagide until opposite Harker’s Island, 
wheu it crossed the banks, destroying everything 
in its course, but causing no loss of buman life 
on the banks. From tbe banks it passed across 
the sound, taking in its track the bowestead of 
the Gaskill family, which it destroyed in the 
twinkling of an eye. Although the building was 
a heavy ope, it was so completely destroved 
that no two pieces of timber remained 
togetber nor one brick upon another, bat ics 
fragmé@bts, together with the household effects, 
were scattered for hundreds of yards over the 
island. LEvervthiog in the house was destroyed, 
the ciothing and bedding of the family being 
torn into shreds and scattered far and near. Tue 
family consisted of Mrs. Clara Gasinli, a widow 
of about 65 years of age, four grown 
sons, one daughter. aad the wife 
and five children of one of i the 
wous—Belcher. Ihe entire family, except 
Belcher, who was in Beaufort at the time, was in 
the house when the wiud struck it. They had 
no waining of its coming until the house was 
struck and swept away. Theelder Mrs. Gaskill 
was carried sbout 20 yards from the house, 
and v hea found was appareutly dead, but re- 
vived after oe taken to the house of a 
neighbor. Her iajmies are severe, but it 
is thooght that she will recover. Mason 
Gaskill, a man weighing 170 pounds, was whu led 
through the air to a distance of more than 300 
feet, and when taken up was found to have 
sustained severe injaries, from which it was 
thought that ho could not recover. He is, how- 
ever, improving and iu a fine way of recovery. 


} Two other brothers, Anson avd Howard, were 


caught by pieces of the falling timber, aod 
sustained severe, though not serious, injury. 
Mies Sabra Gaskill was caught under rt 
of the wreck. and bad a foot a hand ed. 
Two childrea of Belcher Gaskill, one a boy aged 
about 4 years, the other a girl of about 3 — 
were killed outright.

Nox to 2 the pauper element bas been 
the problem of politica! economists from time 
immemorial, even before those good people were 
digoified with ide name, The pauper. and es- 
pecially the sick pauper, has been a necessary 
evil, it would seem, in society. All sorts of plans 
have been tried to effect his permanent dieap- 
pearance. The Gospel has been preached to the 
poor, aud the way pointed out by which they 
could become comfortably wall off in life, and 
perhaps rich in time. The value of industry has 
been the great incentive used to spur up the 
pauper class, aud when all things else failed 
and their poverty was accompanied by its nat- 
ural results, sicknes@ theft, or murder, they bave 
been taken care of by our hospitals, worknouses, 
and other reformatory institutions, the Peniten- 
tiaries, and sometimes by the beam and the bord. 
Still the paupers grow up in the way they should 
hot go, and will probably maintain a precarious 
existence to the end of time. Perbaps no truer

The Sun’s Motion in Space. 


In the early morning of Saturday, 


Dec. 


11. the moog will pass close to the Pleiades, 


sxirtiog the southern edge of that beautiful 
group. At 4 o'clock in the morning, Chicago 
mean time, she will appear to be within 2 minutes 
44 seconds of arc of the star marked d. in the 
accomipaoying diagram, at which time her alti- 
tude will be 21 degrees. The apparent distance 
between the star and the moon’s edge will thea 
be a trifle less than one-twelfth of her diameter. 
A CLOSER VISIT NEXT YEAR. 
The moon will pass directly between us and 


the Pleiades on the evening of Feb. 3, occtiting, 


or hiding from our view, uo less than five of the 
six stars in the cluster that are ordinarily visible 
with the naked eye. The phenomenon will be 4 
very interesting one, especially if watched 
through a telescope. The moon will be near her 
first quarter at the time, and her dark limb will 
advance upon the stars, causing them to dis- 
appear in succession without any 4ppar- 
ent cause, the visible part of the moon 
being at some distance from the star when its 
light ie lost to Gur vision. Of course the read- 
ers of Tux Trrpune, who koow enough na to 
Swallow the latest moon hoax, published about 
a moath ago, need not to be told that the moon 
will not actually collide with the stars on that 
oocasion,—-they will not, therefore, ba in any 
danger of extinetion. Her average distance 
from the earth's centre is a little less than 239,- 
000 miles; while the Pleiades are ao far away that 
we oan do little more than guess at the distance’ 
of the brightest in the group. It has been esti- 
mated at something more than 8,000,000, 000, 000, - 
000 miles, or 34, 000, o times the distance of the 
earth from the sun; they are therefore some 
12,000,000,000 times farther off than the average 
distance between the earth and moon. 
THE CENSUS OF THE GROUP. 

The Pleiades form the most generally known 
star-group in the firmament. The accompapy- 
ing diagram represents the relative positions of 
the most promment compovents, when tuey are 
on the meridian, about 18 degrees south from 
our zenith. They will be in that place about 20 
1 past 11 o'clock this evening. At 7 

lock p. m. they are high up io the Eastern 
— the thick end of the wedge being 
uppermost. The Pleiades are generally spoken 
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of as the “seven” stars, though the ordinary 
ee dan discern but six, viz., those lettered as 
D. e. c, d, and f, with the priocipal member of 
the group, wh.ch is designated by the Greek 
let er, Eta, aod bears also the proper name, 
Aicyone. Iuasmuch as they have been called 
“seven,” from time almost immemorial, the 
seventh having been reported to be visible be- 
fore the burning of Trov, it bas been surmised 
that ane of the original cluster bas disappeared, 
or at least faded, so tbet u is vot so bright as 
formerly. If the last pamed supposition be cor- 
rect, the missing one is probably that marked g, 
whioh is nearly equidistant from, aud a lictle 
west of, the line joining bande. The practiced 
eye should experience no difficulty in 
recognizing it now, as it is nearly equal in 
br.gatness to an average fifth magultude star. 
It would be easily seen if it were a little farther 
away from those companions, their superior 
brightness partially obscuring it. though its angu- 
lar distanee from each is a little more than one- 
third the diameter of the full moon (g to b is 11 
minutes, 9 t e is 12 mimutes, of arc). In a 
clear atmoapbere, wheu the group is pea:ly over- 
head, a moderately keen eye can also discern R. 
which is 5 minutes north from f; sv that there 
are eight, instead of six, or seven, which ean be 
seen—whev we know where to look for them. 

When we examine the group through the tele- 
scope, the number i- very much increased. As 
many as 188 Stars have been catalogued in the 
Pleiades through a good instrument, and a fair 
opera-giass should show about 34. It bas been 
said that 14 stars have been seen in this cluster 
without the aid cf a glass, but it is not heretical 
to doubt the statement. i; is nol impossible to 
increase the number to, 9; the additional star 
being north from the line joicing e and e, and 
forms ao equilateral triangle with those two 
stars. 

In the Greek Mythology the Pleiades were 
fabled to be the daughters of Atlas and Pieione, 
and were named as follows: Alcvone, Electra 
(6), Celano(g), Taygeta (e), Maia (e). Merope 
85 Atlas (J); to which bas been added Pleioue 

h). Tue ninth. above refe:red to, is cailed 
Asterope. The Principal star (Alcvone) was 
calledthe “hen,” aod the others her chickens, 
at a very remote date, perhaps before the Greeks 
est ayed star nomenuciature; but the hen and 
chickeus is a designation which upfortupately 
is nut classiea!. 

PREHISTORIC PHILOSOPHY. 

It has been conjectured that the word Plei- 
aden was built up from the Greek plein—to 
sall—because it was the group most carmestiy 
watched by the early navigators, and by which 
they sha 
about Atlas aod Pleione, with the marrying of a 
mortal by the lost Pleiad, was inveut long 
afterwards. However this may be, there can be 
no doubt that the Pleiades have much of bistoric 
interest clustering around them, beyond that 
alluded to by the earliest Greek authors and 
their successors. Reckoning backwards, we find 
that, about 4.000 years ago, these stars were on 
the ternal equinox, so that they were not far 
from that postion when tne Pyramids of Egypt 
were built. Now, if we remember that storme 
occur sbout the time of the vernal equinox, and 
that the weather is usually mild and growing 
three to four weeks after that date, at which 
time « star of the third or fourth magnitude 
on the equinox would be first visible, 
rising before ibe sun, we can understand 
how the Pleiades came to be called the Sailors“ 
stars,” at a date which was aucient even to the 
age of Hesiod. It was not, as hae been sup- 
posed, because the sailors steered by those stars, 
befare they were able to shape their course by 
the compass. ‘The reason was that it was found 
to be unsafe to venture out of the harbor till 
those stars could be seen in the mordfag sky. 
Their frail vessels—of “ hollowed alder —were 
liable to be overtaken by equinoctial gales before 
the Pleiades were visible. After it, the weather 
was mild and spreng-hk¢, as it usually is during 
our months of Apr and May. And witt 
this light thrown upon the matter, we 
can now see the drift of the 
question pat to Job, “ Canst thou bind the 
eweot influences of Pleiades? (xxxviii., 81). 
The refetence was plainly to the fact that when 
the Pleiades were firet visible, rising before the 
sun, the weather was fine. and the ahole face of 
wature was assuming the garb of Spring—the 
blossoming trees, the sprouting grain, the bua- 
ding flower, all aitesting the sweet influences 
that were changing the poverty of — into 
the laxuriance of summer vegetation, and caus- 

the heart of the husbandman to leap for joy. 
be ancient shepherds watched for this tirst 
ap ce of the stars after their temporary 
obscuration by the solar beams, with great m- 
terest; and no wonder. It was a return of old 
acquaintance after a long absence, during which 
the Astehers by their flocks bad scanned the 
skies in vain for the familiar star or group. 
And that watching was mors practical than most 
o in the present day have any idea of. The 

gun dial was an inveetion of the very early days, 
and by ite sid our marked the 
lapse of time while the sun was above the 
horizoc. But the clepsydra, the earliest known 
form of cl was not invented till a compara- 
tively recent date in the history of the race.

WHERE 18 THE CENTRAL UN? 

The Pleiades have been the subject of great in- 
terest within tbe past thirty years in another 
way. They have been pointed to as the proba- 
ble focus of motion to our part of the visible 
universe. The German astronomer, ler, 
announced that Alcyone, the principal star in 
the group. is the one around which our sun re- 
volves, in a graod cycle, which ig measured by 
gométhing like 18,000,000 years. Subsequent 
researches have proven tht our sun is really 
moving forward in space and carrying with him 
his attendant train of planets, satellites, and 
comets, in the direction indicated, at the rate 
of 8 to 5 miles per second. That investi- 
gation does not, however, warrant the bold 
guess of Medier that our Sun mores round 
Alcvone as a centre. We do not know. as yet, 
that the Sun ie moving lu & re-eotrant curve, 
muen less do we know the posision of iis focus: 
but, reasoning from analogy, we conclude it to 
be probable that the Suu's motion is in an orbit, 
the principal focus of which may lie in the 
direction of Perseus. But the idea of aa 
Alevonie centre has taken full possession of the 
text-vooks. and is therefore the generally ac- 
cepted theory with the mass of estrooomical 
writers aud readers.

The Southern Pacific Subsidy Convention 
closed its labors at St. Louis yesterday, having 
accomplished the purpose for which it was 
brought together, viz.: the indorsement of 
Tom Scorr's plan of obtaining the Govern- 
ment's guarantee of the bonds to be is- 
sued for the construction of another rail- 
road to the Pacific Coast. In the address 
and resolutions adopted the Convention 
presented a cleverly-collected batch of 
reasons why Congress should vote an 
enormous subsidy in bonds and land grants, 
but no reason was advanced which is not 
fully met and overcome by the single fact 
that the whole people of the United States 
will not consent to be taxed for the benefit 
of any particular locality, and that until pri- 


vate capital and enterprise can be enlisted in- 


the proposed road it is prima facie evidence 
that the road is not needed, or that, if con- 
structed, it would not prove a profitable in- 
vestment. 


In connection with the last feeble attempt 


and | on the part of sensational correspondents to 


initiate a war with Spain, there have been 
many wild assertions made as to the inten- 
tions and purposes of our naval authorities, 
but these stories, as a whole, have lacked that 
essential which alone could give them weight ; 
in other words, they had no authoritative 
source. It is a strange commentary on the 
work of these sensational writers, that 
while they invent and send out upon the 
world the most unlikely yarns, going to show 
that our Government is on the eve of a war 


with Spain, or with England, or any other 


nation that bites her thumb at us, they should 
omit to state variousimportant items of intel- 
ligence that are known of many if not 
of all men. For instance: That the 
iron-clads at Mound City, which have 
been shocked, marked, and convenient- 
ly stowed away awaiting a favorable 
turn in the iron market, have not yet been 
ordered into commission ; or that the canal- 
boat Sarah Jane, which has shown such sea- 
worthy and fighting qualities upon the angry 
waves of the Illinois & Michigan Canal, 
has not received her iron-plating, because the 
situation has not reached that de- 
gree of gravity, specific or otherwise, 
which Warrants the fitting out of vessels of 
this class. It might also be stated withont 
fear of successful contradiction that the 
Rock and Wisconsin River flotilla has not, so 
far as is known, been ordered to prepare for 
a battle with the Spanish corsairs upon the 
coast of Cuba. All these are indubitable 
facts, and can be so proven by any inquisitive 
party who may inquire at the Construction 
Bureau of the Navy Department. 
LET US GIVE THANKS. 

The day for the annual giving of thanks 
has arrived, and all of our readers who are 
not ungrateful wretches will take this occa- 
sion to display their gratitude for the mercies 
which have been vouchsafed them during the 
year. The motive for the Puritanic observ- 
ance of this day was the exhibition of the 
plenty which had crowned the year and the 
pouring out of blessings from its cornucopia. 
Their purpose was to be of good cheer, and 
our grim old ancestors never failed to exhibit 
that good cheer,—if not in an uproarious, at 
least in a substantial manner. Out ofthis pur- 
pose has grown the custom, which still exists, 
of filling the larder to overflowinB and of 
making the Thankegiving table groan with its 
wealth of turkey and chicken, of vegetables 
and game, of pies and puddings, and the 
cheer that comes in bottles, On other days 
the Puritan was naturally abstemious; on 
Thanksgiving Day he was che@rful. Since 
his time the country has progressed. His 
descendant, even on ordinary days, is dis- 
posed to be cheerful in the culinary sense; 
on Thanksgiving Day, to express his grati- 
tude by gormandizing. In the ordinary 
course of things, therefore, it must eventuate 
that all over this land to-morrow the physi- 
cians will be busy in correcting the effects of 
the surplus of gratitude which will afflict the 
average American fo-day. 

Whatever may be the purposes or effects 
of Thanksgiving, whether people have reason 
to be thankful or not, and without regard to 
prospective dyspepsia and doctors’ bills, there 
is one @pisode of Thanksgiving Day which 
should endear it te all.

A DEAD MAN’S SHOES. 

The death of Senator Ferry, of Connecti- 
cut, leaves a vacancy which some Democrat 
will fill, As the Legislature is not in session, 
Gov. INxoEASOLL. will appoint a Senator Pro 
tem., wh will serve until the law-makers and 
Senator-makers of the Nutmeg State gather to- 
gether and cabal, cancus, and vote. Frrsy, al- 
though a Republican, was re-elected in 1872 
by Democratic votes, aided by the bolters 
from the Republican caucus, which had 
nominated Gen. J. R. Hawiey. Since then, 
his colleague, Senator Buckinogam, died, 
and the vacancy thus created was filled by 
the election of an antediluvian politician 
named Eaton, a criminal lawyer of Hartford, 
whose rank Copperheadism is relieved to 
some extent by his unswerving advocacy 
of hard money. The successor of Buckrye- 
nam should have been, and the successor of 
Ferry should be, a better man. 

It is a matter of comparatively small mo- 
ment whom INGERSOLL appoints for the time 
being. The two names most prominently 
mentioned are those of Lieut.-Gov. Str and. 
ex-Gov. Exot. The latter will probably 
be selected. He was the standing Democratic 
nominee for Senator when the party was in a 
hopeless minority, and has been carefully 
shelved sinee it came into power. 

If the Republicans carry Connecticut next 
spring, as they probably will, thanks to their 
owr reorganization and the inevitable blunders 
and misdeeds of the Democratic House which 
meets next Monday, the contest for the 
Senatorship will be narrowed down to Gen. 
J. R. Hwirr and Henry C. Rossow, of. 
Hartford. and H. B. Harrison, of New Ha- 
ven. The first two are heavily handicapped 
by their residence. Sectional jealousy is 
keen in Connecticut. The present Senator, 
Eaton, isa Hartford man, and it is not like- 
ly that either party would consent to give 
that city both Senators. This feeling defeat- 
ed HAW in 1872. The Republicans from 
the western half of the State voted against 
him, on the ground that Hartford already had 
one Senator, Bucxineuam, and ought not to 
have another. His recent failures as a mem- 
ber of the House and as a member of the 
Centennial Commission also tell against him, 
so that it is not likely that he will grasp the 
prize he has already thrice barely missed. He 
is an able man, despite his indolence and his 
passionate temper, and it is to be hoped that 
he may hereafter be placed in some position 
where he can be of service to his State and 
his country. Of the three Republican candi- 
dates, Hanntson has the best chance. He is 
an able gentleman. 

The Democrats are provided with a swarm 
of candidates, including two Congressmen, 
Barnum, the present, and Hupsarp, the past, 
and two Governors, Enowtsu, the past, and 
IncERsOLL, the present. Hunparp is a law- 
yer and scholar, whose Congressional record 
is one of continual absence and sustained 
lack of brilliancy. Exoten is a respectable 
capitalist, whose Senatorial seat would al- 
ways be filled with spotless broadcloth. He 
has never been troubled by too much mental 
vigor. Inerrsozrz is the best of the four. 
He inherits some of the statesmanlike traits 
of the famous family whose name he bears. - 
Although not by any means a great man, he 
has a mind and a trained one, and would 
make a creditable Senator. Barnum, the 
last of the quartette, is a bad man, who 
buys his district biennially and represents 
the Pacific Railroad and high-teriff rings at 
Washington. His record as a Congressman 
is simply disgraceful, but it is not improbable 
that he can browbeat and bribe a Democratic 
Legislature, should such a one be chosen, 
into electing him. Judge Kertzzy will be 
grieved to learn that none of the candidates 
announced to date believe iff rag-money. The 
lunatic asylums of Connecticut, however, are 
yet to be heard from. 

Somebody has started the ramor that Davrp 
A. Wettus will be chosen, if the Democrats 
carry the day. This is far too good to be 
true. The Democratic perty does not elect 
such Ssnators. When the place of a Sonunz 
is to be filled, it selects sume six-by-nine ex- 
Confederate, whose treason to his country is 
the one thing that recommends him. The 
last time the Connecticut Bourbons had a 
chance to choose a Senator, they raked the 
State with a fine-tooth comb in search of a 
representative of every deadly theory, the 
practice of which would be fatal to the con- 
tinuance of the Union. They found just the 
man they wanted,—EaTon,—and sent him to 
Washington, where he has sat in steady in- 
significance. The idea of their electing 
Weta is a dream. Should they by some 
chance do so, they will agreeably disappoint

the writer intended. The idea soaght to be 
conveyed was, that the Railroad Company bo- 
lieved it had acquired from the State Legislature 
in 1867 a- more or less perfect riparian right 
title to the ground covered by water east of 
its tracks in front of the three blocks of Lake- 
Front Park on which it desires to erect a great 
depot, and that it would never voluntarily 
relinquish such right, title, or claim, or confer 
the same on the city, in part consideration of 
a quit-claim from the city to the three blocks 
in question. 

If the Railroad Company has never acquired 
any riparian rights, it has none to relinquish 
to the city or anybody else ; but if it has ob- 
tained some title, it would be folly to expect 
that it will abandon such claim. 

What kind of a riparian title the city ever 
acquired has never been determined by the 
Courts. Whether a riparian right can at- 
tach toa public park title which does not 
carry the fee simple with it, but only a right 
of use as a pleasure-ground, we believe has 
never been decided by the Courts. 

The City Government contends that it pos- 
sesses certain riparian rights; so does the 
‘Railroad Company. The latter does not ask 
the city to cede, deed, or quit-claim such 
rights, if any, to the Railroad Company; 
neither will the Company quit-claim to the 
city, or otherwise relinquish or divest itself 
of any riparian rights which it may possess 
at this time. This is the position taken by 
Mr. Dobra, ident of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railway, as we understand the purpog 
of his conversation with our interviewer. 

SATURDAY PAYMENTS. 

Nearly all employes are paid by the week 
and at the end of the week. Their salaries 
may be computed by the day, week, month, 
or year, but the pay comes in hebdomadal 
installments, and is handed to them every 
Saturday night. On that night, the numer- 
ous classes that perforce lire from hand to 
mouth—the usual fate of salary-ge‘ters and 
wage-earners—settle the butchers and 
baker’s and grocer’s bills for the preceding 
seven days. In England, the rents of small 
tenements are collected on that night, but 
here the more common method is to collect 
such rents every month. Itis evident, how- 
ever, that an enormous amount of money 
should change hands every Saturday night. 
An enormous amount is transferred, but a 
great sum that should be paid to trades- 
men is spent in dissipation of various 
kinds during the leisure of Sunday. It is a 
fact—unpleasant but none the less true— 
that a large portion of workingmen cannot 
be trusted with their week’s wages and thirty- 
six hours of leisure at one and the same time. 
They waste their money, or part of it; very 
likely get drunk, and so lose the wages of 
the two or three days consumed in getting 
over their debauch. The evils of the method 
of payment which involves such results have 
often been dwelt upon. Some large houdgs 
abroad and at home have yielded to the 
urgent appeals of social scientists and adopt- 
ed Monday as pay-day. The consequences 
have been admirable. The removal of 
temptation has bourne its legitimate fruit in 
the decrease of dissipation. 

The New York Zvening Post discusses an 
entirely new phase of the Saturday-payment 
question in arecent issue. It seems that the 
banks complain of the practice. Their de- 
positors draw out large sums of money Satur- 
day morning, which is paid to employes and 
by the latter to tradesmen of every kind, and 
which does not come back to the banks again 
until Wednesday or Thursday. Money has 
to be hoarded to meet this demand, and 
there is a regular stringency for part of every 
week. When the market is easy, there is no 
trouble. But when it is feverish, an in- 
cipient panic may be greatly aggravated by 
the absorption of the banks’ circulating capi- 
tal in this way. Instances have been known 
in which a mercantile house has been forced 
into failure, because it happened to need a 
loan Friday or Saturday and conld not get it. 
On Monday or Tuesday the amount could 
have been spared. Later in the w. it puld 
not. So the house went down. 

The banks would like to have firms em- 
ploying great numbers of men pay them on 
different days, some houses taking Monday, 
others Tuesday, and so on through the week. 
This would prevent an enormous drain upon 
the reserves on any one day. The expedient 
is a simple and an easy one, though the 
inertia of long-established custom might be 
dificult to overcome. Still, if the plan has 
half the advantages claimed for it in the way 
of mitigating panics and keeping the money- 
market easy, it should be adopted. The 
prosperity of the mercantile community and 
of the banks is closely interlinked. Either can 
well afford to take a little trouble for the 
sake of helping the other. 
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THE COURT-HOUSE JANGLE. 

The county and city authorities have not 
got through conferring yet, and meanwhile 
Granger Hanus continues to peg away at the 
foundation on the independent plan which 
the County Board adopted. We defy an- 
other municipal corporation on earth to pro- 
duce a parallel of official absurdity for this 
Court-House jangle. There isa great.public 
square ample for the accommodation of both 
city and county. The fitle happens to be in 
the county. The county gives the city per- 
petual use of one-half of it in return for 
some other property which the city deeds the 
county. The same people, it must be re- 
membered, own all the property, and use 
both the county and city buildings about 
equally, Then the fifteen office-holders pu 
porting to represent the county af- 
fairs of the people and the forty 
Office-holders purporting to represent 
the city affairs of the people make a contract 
on behalf of the same people to build in um- 
form style. This is very much as if a man 
who owns and desires to improve a piece of 
ground calls himself together and holds a 
solemn session of self-communion, in which 
he gravely decides that he will not build one- 
half of his building in the Gothic style and 
the othe half in Doric. Having come to this 
sage conclusion, the two official Boards pro- 
ceeded to pay $10,000 for plans, which done 
and the money paidy they cast them aside. 
Then, utterly oblivious of their obligation to 
build on a uniform plan, and to serve the in- 
terests of the same people, they appointed 
two architects,—one to represent the nominal 
distinction known as the city and the 
other to represent the nominal dis- 
tinction known as the county. In order to 
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— and style, and joln them to- 
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‘gether by some sort of unnatural ligature. 
It was not even a Siamese-twins kind of | 


architecture; there was not any resemblance 
nor agreement as to size, shape, or arrange- 
ment. 

After having perpetrated this tremendous 
folly and gross outrage, the County Board 
and the County Architect are now very much 
worried about the additional cost which may 
accrue in order to agree upon a plan which 
will accommodate the city and secure some 
uniformity. They have not been sufliciently 
worried about this, however, to order a sus- 
pension of work on the foundations, ‘so that, 
if there shall be finally any agreement, every 
day's work will increase the expense of the 
change in the foundation that may be neces- 
sary to that end.

A mechanic, by 
paying a dollar or two more per month than his 
ordinary rent, can own his house within eight 
or ten years at the farthest. It is a most signié- 
cant fact that the expenses of the concern dur- 
ing 1875 bave been just $542, of which the Seo- 
rotary's eslary absorbs $300. We fear the asso- 
ciations of this sort in this city cd not make 
as gcod a showing. The rent of their luxurious 
quarters, behind plate-giass windows and black- 
walnut counters, would absorb more than this. 
If our workingmen had a few societies of the 
genuine Philadelphia sort, their causes for 
thanksgiving would be greater.

OBITUARY. 


WILLIAM B. ASTOR. 
The telegraph anvounc:s the death of one of 
the wealthiest men and the greatest landiord in 
the United States, WL B. Astor. He was 
the oldest eon of Jom Jacos Astor, who died 
in 1848, and who left the balk of his immense 
fortune to him. The father accumuisted his for- 
tune in the fur business, and the son has in- 
creased the portion left to him by rentals from 
improved real estate in New York City. There 
is little of interest connected with the life of 
Witt B. Astor except as connected with his 
money-bags, and public interest dow will centre 
about the disposition of it. It isa briefly told 
story. He is reputed to have owned 3,000 houses 
in New York City alone, and his rentals would 
indicate « fortune of about $50,000,000, 
or double the amount of his fath- 
ers. He was sot a scohemer like Jar 
Gott, nor a coupon-clipper like Vans 
r; be was simply a landiord, and his whole 
life was devoted to collevting his rents and 
watching his agents. With that business he is 
now through, sod this Thanksgiving Day he is 
where his millions cannot heip him. His father 
was a liberal, generous man, and left bequests 
which will always cause him to be gratefully re- 
membered, both in this coantry and in Europe. 
The Astor Library in New York, which he found- 
ed, will always preserve his memory, and the 
son has greatly increased ite usefulness, haviog 
donated a valuable piece of ground for its en- 
largement io 1856, and $50,000 for the purghase 
of books in 1866. We believe that he lea ves two 
sons, Jon Jacopand WILIA B. Aston, In., 
who are in active business in Néw York.

THE POSTAL DEPARTMENT. 
POSTAGE ON NEWSPAPERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribung. 
Wasuinotox, D. C., Nov. 24.—The publishers 
of the country will not be satisfied with the re- 
port of the Postmaster General in its present 
shape, as it does not recommend a repeal of that 
section of the postal amendment which doubies 
the rate of postage on books and periodicals, 
maps and articles of similar description. The 
law now charges 1 cent per ounce or fraction 
thereof, while the old law only charged \ 
cert ver ounte, The publishers, through their 
representatives, argue tbat, with a return to the 
old rates of postage, especially upon educational 
publications aad such works, there would be a 


great umprovement in the book trade; that to 


allow an English work to be received here 
cheaper than it can be published by bome in- 
dustry is a downright injustice. Sample books 
from England are received bere without pay- 
ment of duties, and, in fact, foreign books can be 
laid down in bulk in this port cheaper than 
American publishers can make them. Asa rule 
samples are only sen: to distant parts where 
booksellers are not located. It is clammed that 
the rate on books and magazines passing through 
the mails is in the ratio of about one to 
tweuty, and that nearly 80 per cent of the books 
sent through the mail are school books. The 
suggestion is made that,in the new law, the 
postage on books shoald be at the rate of 8 cents 
per pound; that specimen copies of magazines 
should be allowed to be sent through the mail at 
the rates now charged to regular subscribers; 
and that thea same amendment be made in re- 

ard to newspapeis. To these arguments the 

ost-Office Department replies that six- 
seveoths of. the mail-matter trans- 
ported is in printed form. As an 
instance of the loss to the Department, a 
single edition of Harper’s Monthly is mentioned. 
Righty sacks of these magazines were seut to 
San Francisco, for which the Department re- 
ceived far leas than the mere cost of traps- 
portation.

THE NAVY. 
SPECULATIONS AND ABSURDITIEs. 
Speciat Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasaineton, D. C., Nov. 24.—The latest con- 
jecture in regard tothe mysterious activity of 
the Navy Department just at this time is that 
the President is preparing to communicate to 
Great Britain a peremptory refusalto pay the 
exorbitant sum of money which is demanded by 
Canada for the fishing privileges accorded citi- 
zens of the United States py the Treaty of 
Washington. The absurdity of such a report 
as this is shown by simply reading the twenty- 
second article of the treaty, which does not pro- 
vide for the presentation of any claims to the 
United States Government, but to a Commission. 
which has not yet been appointed. The most 
that the British Government could do would be 
to urge upon the President the speedy appoint- 
meni of Commissioners to represent the United 
States, and it is not at all likely that 
our Government would refuse to do this without 
good excase. In fact, from an unofficial point 
of view, it is impossible to see why Canada 
should be any more anxious than the United 
States for the award of the Commission, since 
available statistics lead to the conclusion that 
the Canadian fishermen have been much more 
benefited by having a free market in the United 
States for the sale of the product of their fish- 
eries than those of the United States by admis- 
sion to the in-shore fisheries of the Dominioa. 

THE CHIEF-ENGINEER OF THE NAVY 
says tRat Secretary Robeson wished to get the 
navy in as good condition ag possible before 
making his report to Congress, which is now iu 
course of preparation.

Many Democrats consider it due to him 
more than to anybedy else that the Force bill 
was defeated. dali starte with the unani- 
mous support of the entire Peansyivania delega- 
tion. There was at first some opposition to him 
in bis owo State, but this has been entirely re- 
mowed. There are no elements hostile to him 
in Pennsylvania. ‘bere is a general cordial 
feeling in hia favor smong Southern mem- 
bere. He was opposed to the currency 
plank of hs party Convention ip 
Pennsylvania, but, it being adopted, and his per- 
sonal views understood, did not feel it his 
duty to oppose his party. No Democrats, not 
even the most pronounced hard-movey men, will 
make his action in that campaign a ground of 
objection to him.

A Terrible Tragedy Six Miles from Fort 
Wayne, Ind. ' 


UXORICIDE AND SELF-DESTRUCTION. 
Special Inevatch to Thr Chicago Iribdune, 


Fort Warxx. Ind., Nov. 24.—One of the most 
terrible tragedies ever enacted in this county 
took place this afternoon about 8 o'clock in Lake 
Township, about 6 miles northwest of Fort 
Wayne. An old man named Frederick Hoppe! 
deliberately took a rifle, and, aiming it at his 
wife, discharged the ball into her left forehead. 
This terrible deed was committed in the pres- 
ence of an adult daughter of Hoppel, who rusb- 
ed terror-stricken from the house and gave the 


‘alarm to the neighbors. Quite a crowd soon 


collected around the house, but all feared to 
enter, as the murderer had his rife in 


hand, and three loaded pistols by Wi side. 
A messenger was at once dispatched to 
the city for the Sheriff, and, meantime, the 
neighbors formed a guard and surrounded Hop- 
pel's premises to prevent the escape of th@old 
man. About half an hour had elapsed after the 
first shot was fired when another report was 
beard. Tbe horror-stricken listeners at once 
eutered the house and found Hoppel in a chair 
Ni h blood streaming from a wound in his tem- 
ple, and life rapidiy ebbing away. la a few mo- 
ments he expired, and his dead body vas sitting 
upright in the chair with the eyes firmly set aod 
the rifle lying on the floor by his side about 6 
feet distant. Mrs. Hoppel’s corpse lay upon 
its face. The floor was covered with 
blood, and the scene was a ghastiy one. The 
man who saw Hoppe! shoot the second time says 
he eat down in the chair, pointed the muzzle of 
the rifle toward his faca, and, putung his foot 
on the trizger, preesed it and discharged the 
ball. His braios oozed out and were bespattered 
about the chair. The Sheriff, u receiving 
the message announciog the murder, started a: 
once with two policemen for the sceneof the 
tragedy, but found, upon bis arrival, that the 
mao whom he sought had taken himself forever 
beyond the reach of any earthly tribunal, Of 
course, there is iotense excitement over 
the fearful deed in the immediate vicin- 
ity of its ocourrence. Hoppei was about 60 
years of age, and had lived in Lake Township 
twenty-five years. He had five children, all 
grown to maturity, aod bore the repntation of 
being an excessively pious man. For weeks, in- 
deed, he and his wife have been laboring under 
intense religious excitement, imagining con- 
gtavtly thas they saw visions of Heaven and 
their Savior, and being almost continually sing- 
ne — or shouting. To-day, however, 
they quarreied bitterly, aud their difficalty re- 
sulted in the death of both. Coroner Webb has

ARRANT ROGUES.

Boston, Nov, 24.—About three months ago s 
company was organized in Connecticut under 
the name of the Crystal Soring Brewery. G. J. 
Mansfield ana George W. Busteed, two Boston 
men, were the principal actora. They came to 
Boston shortly after aud established themselves 
at 1842 Tremont street, where they proceeded to 
fit up a brewery, and, a few days ago, began opera- 
tions, and up to Tuesday had produced 170 
barrels of beer. Then, they having paid 
no attention to the Revenue laws through 
6.1 their operations, the Revenue officers 
seized their stock and fixtures. It has 
now transpired that Mansfield and 
Busteed constituted the Company, which pur- 
ported to haye a capital of $200,000, and that 
neither of them is worth a cent. They were 
rich, however, in the Company's stock, with 
which their pockete were filled, aud this they 
made their stock in trade. A large amount— 
bow muob is not known ; probably not even by 
the men themseives—has been sold. They em- 
p.oyed about fifty mea in the establishment, and 
each one of these had to buy a 
share for $25 before they could come to 
work, and their wages for the past 
two months bad been paid in etock. They owe 
for their machinery aod bops andmalt and for 
coosiderable labor that bad been performed. 
Mavy cases have come to licht of poor persons 
who have been swindled out of everything. The 

naity which attactses to tne defranding of the 

overument is a fine not exceeding $1,000 and 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding one 
year, and what is remarkable about the case is 
that the actors proceeded in open defiance of 
the laws.

The same attention was then shown 
to the Khedive’s sons, who also at once returned 
the call. These necessary ceremonies performed, 
the Prince spent the afternoon quietly at 
Gesireh. Gesireb, as I mentioned in my former 
letter, is the Khedive’s summer palace.

AN ARAB DANCE 
The dance of the 
Ghawazee, who correspond to the Indian danc- 
ing girls known as Naatch girls, is much es- 
teomed by native Egyptians.

ILLUMINATION OF THE GREAT #TRAMID. 
It was a bold undertaking—the lighting up of a 
pyramidal mass 460 feet high, presenting two 
sides, each 730 feet long, aud broken into con- 
stantiy recurriog shadows by over 200 courses of 
stone, forming aledge or platform round 
the pyramid. However, complete success re- 
warded the courage of the two Pashas. First, 
Bengal fires, placed at short intervals round the 
p)ramid, were ligbted, ana each stone shone out 
as clear as dav. Rockets, Roman candies, and 
other more complicated feur dartyice, filled the air 
with many colors. Then lights of all imaginabie 
colors, which bad beeu placed on every course of 
stone and up each angle of the Pyramid. were 
so simultaneously lit that the blaze seemed to 
run up the vast masa, and in a moment envelope 
it in one great blaze of variegated fire, wulle 
magnesian wire shown out bright and clear from 
the apex. Every sort of firework crackled and 
blazed, and made cascades of colored st ars in 
the heavens. The sight was marvelous. The 
Prince and bis suite expressed themselves great- 
ly pleased. But still more emphatic was the bum 
of approbation from hundreds of Bedouins who 
were équatted about, like statues, in white 
dravery on the sand. Soon all was gray aud

at Abdeen, the winter palace in the city. The 
Egyptian Princes aud Ministers, the Prince's 
suite, the English Coneul-General, the Consul of 
Cairo, and the English Appeal Judge in the new 
Courts, were the guests. The Khedive received 
on the upper floor; but onthe approach of the 
Prince bemg notified to him, he went down to 
the entrance-hall of the palace, followed by the 
Egyptian Princes and the rest of the company. 
He escorted the Prince wup-sieirs, and re- 
tired for a few minutes’ private con- 
verention with him in an inner room. They 
then returned together to the reception-room 
aod mingled with the guests. The palace, like 
ail Egyptian 8 is furnished in parely 
Emepean fasbion, save that the carpets come 
from Smyrus instead of Prussels. Flowers were 
placed in masses in every corner, and the whole 
was lighted by myriads of wax candles in candel- 
abrae and girandoles. The reception-room 
orened on to a large hall paved with mar- 
ble, in the centre of which wae a foudtain sur- 
rounded by young palms and big-leaved plants 
and flowers. In a third room liqueurs were 
served to whet the appetite in the Rusaian fash- 
ion, and the European guests made the ac- 

uainiance of raki—a spirit much esteemed in 

gypt, made from grape-shins. 

THE DINNER 

was served in the banqueting-ball, but, with the 
exception of the wearing of the red tarboosh,— 
the head-covering which the Egyptian never re- 
moves in public,—it might bave been given in 
London. The Kbedive placed the Prince on bis 
right and the Duke of Sutherland on his left. 
The Egyptian ruler was educated in Paris, 
speaks French as well as the Prihce does, is a 
capital talker on any kind of subject, and takes 
an especially keen interest in Engiand and any- 
thing English. There was, therefore, no lack of 
conversation during dinner. At dessert the 
company rore and cigaré and cigarettes were 
provided in another room. Here the Prince, 
with bie usual savoir faire and urbanity, con- 
versed with each of tbe ters and the lest of 
the guests. At 10 he rose to go, and the Viceroy 
escorted him to the entrance-hall, where they 
shook hands warmly. Tbe Khedive then stayed 
to say good night to each of the guests gs they 


left. 
On Monday morning Prince Te+fik, 
THE PRINCE HEREDITARY OF EGYPT, 

was invested with the Order of the Star of In- 
dia. The honor conferred upon Prince Tewiik 
by England was concidered to have a political 
importance, as be is the first representative of 
the principle of hereditary succession which was 
vielded by the Porte to Egypt under the Firman 
of 1866, when, aiso, the title of Khedive was 
conferred on the presevt Viceroy. Importance 
was also attached to the Prince of Wales’ words, 
when he referred to the intimate relatiuns which 
ought always to exist between England and 
Egypt on account of the latter’s position on the 
bigh road to Iodu.

The train was composed of a large saloon- 
carriage, consisting of two ordinary frst- 
clacs saloon carriages, divided one from the other 
by au open, terrace-like space, whereon were 
placed arm-chairs, so that the Royal party 
might see the country, and two other carriages 
for the attendants and luggage.

THE PRINCE IN INDIA, 

Dispatches to London / vmea, 

Bompay, Nov. 7.—Tbe past three weeks have 
witnessed the assembling at Bombay of a 
CROWD OF NATIVE RAJAHS AND PRINCES 

such as bas probably never before been collected 
in Western India. Upwards of forty Chiets of 
various degrees have arrived here to meet the 
Priace of Wales, and at almost every hour of 
the day the guns of the Saiuting Battery an- 
nounce that one or other of them is payiug or 
receiving an official visit. The most distin- 
guished among these strangers are the young 
Gaekwar, and the young Maharajah of Mysore ; 
then come Sir Salar Jung and the bavd of Hy- 
derabad nobles who have been sent to repre 


sent the Nigam; after them comes a band of 
Princelings, whose titles, excepting, perhaps, 
those of the Mabarajah of Kolapore and the 
Maharanes of Oodeypore, are little known out 
of India. Kach Chief has brought with him a 
retinue of followers varying in number from the 
1,500 troops who ewell the treio of the Gaekwar 
to the four or five unarmed attendants of the 
more humble Sirdars of the Deccan. At every 
turn in the streets one meets carriages contain- 
ing some gorgeousiy dressed and jeweled poten- 
tate, escorted by a more or less orderly body of 
horsemen. Some of the Kajahs boast body- 
guards hardly iuferior in equipment and dis- 
cipline to our own native cavalry, but others 
present @ very sorry appearaice.

Nov. &—iis Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales landed here at 4 o'clock this af- 
ternoop, secompanied by the Viceroy and bis 
suite. who had gone on board the Serapis imme- 
diately on ber arrival. On leaving the Serapis. a 
procession was formed astern of the Roya! 
barge by the Admirale and Captains of tbe 
Queen's ships in their boats. Saintes were fired 
by the equadron and shore batteries. All the 
ships in the harbor were dressed wh flags and 
their yards manned, forming a grand spectacle. 

His Royal Righness, who wore the nulform of 
a Fleld- Marshal, was received on landing by Sir 
Philip Wodebouse, Governor of Bombay ; ler 
Napier of Magdala, Commander-in-Chief in In- 
dia: the Hon. Sir Michael R. Westropp, Chief 
Justice of Bombay; and other higb civil and 
military officials. Upwards of seventy vative 
Princes, Chiefs, and Sirflars, in glittering Orien- 
tal costume, were also present. An address of 
welcome was presented hy the Municipality of 
Bombay, to which the Prince triefly replied. 

A BRILLIANT PROCESSION 

was then farmed, which proceeded at a slow 
ace towards the Government-Honuse. Troops 
hued the road as far as the native town, from 
which point the way was kept by the police. The 
greeting given by the neople to his Royal High- 
pees was at once cordial and respectful. The 
utmost enthusiasm was manifested along the 
whole line of route, a dense, seething mass of 
people of all castes occupying every inch of 
standing-room from the ground to the house- 
tops. It is computed that nearly 200,000 persons 
came from Mofussil alone. 

As the Prince neared certain points, the excite- 
ment increased, the mob gatheriug round the 
carriage and catebing the enthustaem of the 
Europeans. Nevertheless, excelleut order pre- 
vailed. His Royal Highness looked very weil, 
and appeared highly gratified with the demon- 
strations in his honor. The whole city is splen- 
didly decorated, and there is a series of 

RIGHT TRIUMPHAL ARCHES 
along the route taken by the procession. 

His Roya) Highness will bold a levee this even- 
ing at Government-House. 

In celebration of the Prince’s visit there will 
be a general holiday until the 15to inst. 

The Parsees met last Saturday at the splendid 
Fire Temple belonging to the Ardaseer Hormus- 
jee Wadia family, of Cowjee Castle, in order to 
offer prayers for the safe arrival and departure 
from India of the Free of Wales. 

Parnes, Nov. 9.—After dinner, the Prince re- 
ceived Salar Jung aud other Hyderabad nobles. 

The Viceroy gave the place of honor to the 
Prince in the procession. 

THE RECEPTION OF THE NATIVE PRINCES. 

Pangtt. Nov. 10.—The reception of the na- 
tive Princes by his Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wales was stately and splendid. After the 
Rajahs of Kolapoor, Mysore, Oodeypore, Kutch, 
and Baroda, came Sir Salar Juug. with the Ni- 
zam's deputation, which contained many Rajahs, 
Nawabs, and Chiefe. 

The Prince's birthday was celebrated by sa- 
lutes all over India. 

At 4 p. m. the Prince visited the Admirals. 
Saiutés were fired, and the fleet was illumiuated 
on the departure of the Prince. On 
his landing was recei by the Vice- 
roy and the Governor at the Mazagong 
Stairs. The Prince and the Governor 
and Viceroy, with tbeir suites, drove in seven 
carriages through Bombay, which was illuminat- 
ed. wae a marvelous sight with the miles of 
lamps aud the cheers which are unusnal from 
natives. There were myriads of quaint devices ; 
among others, 

‘‘ TELE, MAMMA WE ARE HAPPY.” 

The Viceroy left before the Prince had re- 
turned to tae Governor's boure, 

After the Queen's health, the Governor pro- 
posed that of the Prince, abo expressed pleas- 
are at his reception. He had, he said, always 
wished to ree India, aed never would forget his 
Zach birthday, which bad been passed in that 
great Empire of the Queen, 

Sir Bartle Frere was cheered groatly. 

Among the natives in general the impression 
was most satisfactory, and the important Chiefs 
were greatly pleased. ; 

The thermometer is at 88 degrees. 
is well, 

Bombay is still en fete, and there is tremen- 
dous excitement, never such a sight having been 
beheld there. 

The Prince thanked the Governor for the ar- 
rangements. He gave a dinner to the crews of 
the Serapis and Osborne. 

There are thousands of natives at Bombay 
besides Chiefs and their retamers. The Nizam 
excused himself on the ground of ill-health. 
Sir Salar Jung was weil received. 

THE VICEROY'S FARWELL. ' 

PaRELL, Nov. 11.—The Viceroy bade a cordial 
farwe!l! to the Prince ot Wales at Pareil after the 
reception of the Sirdars. Some were disappoint- 
ed because longer andiences were not given at 
the levee. ‘Ihe Secretariat records 800 pre- 
sentations, chiefly of Europeans and Parsees. 
—— Prince was present afterwards ata school 

ete. 

The Rajah of Kolapore came in great state. 
The Prince trusted thet the death of the late 
Rajah would not prevent the Rajah from visit- 
ing England. He gladly heard that the Ra jau 
bad progressed in education, and said it was a 

reat advantage bis being able to converse in 

ngliish. The Prince preseated a jeweled box, 
& meter, & mibiature, books, anda medal. He 
received a sword and a dagger. 

He next turned to the Chief of Oodeypore, to 
whom be expressed his regret that be could not 
visit the Capital of that ancient and gallant 
dynasty owing to the pressure upon his time. 

e declared bis gratification that the Viceroy 
would meet the Mabrana of Oodeypore, and pre- 
Bented a cimeter, a rifle, a medal, and his por- 
trait, and @ jeweled box and books. He re- 
ceived, also, preseuts of similar vaiue. 

Next came the youthful Gaekwar, whose 
career the Prince said he should watch with in- 
terest, and urged him to pursue his studies in 
Engleh end in borsemansbip. He present- 
ed him witha whip, a cimeter, a jeweled box, 
books, and a ring. Madbava Rao visited the 
Gaekwar’s mother and exchanged gifts. 

The Prince’s remarks produced a favorable 
impression. 

At the dinner at the Governor's house eighty- 
two covers were laid, the company consisting 
princioally of officiais and their wives. 

The illuminatious continue partially. 

Toe Prince, the Governor, and suites pro- 
ceeded to the Bycuila Club ball at 11 o'clock 
and remained until past midoight. The b 
was most brilliant aod successful. 

The Viceroy has left Bombay on a tour of the 
Raj pootana States, hitherto unvisited.

THE ILLUMINATION AT BOMBAY. 
Dispatch to Landen standard. 

Bompay, Nov. 10.—This evening, that of the 
anniversary of the birthday of his Royal High- 
ness, bad been set aside by the Public uon 
Committee, from the yery commencement of 
their arduous tabors, for a grand and general 
illumination. I bave said it was dark when the 
Privce left the fleet, but the darkness only 
ger ved to let him see the illumination of the 
great war-ships and of the forest of 150 merchant- 
men, stretcoing all around, which are ndiifg at 
anchor on the placid waters of thie ample barbor. 
All along the ma’n decks of ths ships of war 
blazed a myriad flies of many colors; colored 
figgs also flashed from the port-boles, and still 
siso upon the yard-arms were colored fires. 
In the fort, the illumination, though 
different in kind, was also splendid. The 
Government offices were lined with lights. 80 
was be Post-Office ; and in each case the archt- 
tectural features of the buildings were taken ad- 
vantage of, and were marked out in the dark- 
ness of the night with streaks of fire. From 
basement to skydine the streaks of light rau in 
all directions. Oil- lamps of all colors traced out 
the features of the buildings with an effect 
which is striking in all Eastern illuminstions. 
On the esplanade which runs between the fort 
and the sea, and which also stretches for nearly 
three-quarters of a mile between the fort and 
the native town, the effect was really splendid. 
The arches, beneath which the Prince bad 
passed, were now, not exactly resplendent, bus 
radiant with soft, pretty lights. Berond the 
esplanade the blaze of the native town began 
the blaze as of u great conflagration. The line 
of houses which connects the fort with the ua- 
tive town is the Parsee quarter of the ritv, and 
the Parsees, having no fatherland of their own, 
but being strangers in a hospitable land, are 
extremely Myal subjects of the Biitsh Crown. 
Ther had accordingly illuminated in grand style. 
In the fort the narrow streets are crowded. and

The whole area of 
7 miles over which the illumination extended 
was simply ayy for its picturesqueness 
aod grandeur. From Malabar Point. where the 
Viceroy is remding. to Colaba Light-House; 
from the Back Bav, across the island and to the 
furthest sbip in the harbor, there was one un- 
broken biaze of light.

the insurrection —— hopes, that never 
was tbe Spanish vernment so tborough'!y 
weak or ite chances of triumph so utter- 
ly worthless. Talk to a Peninsular, and be 
will tell you that never was the Cuban insurrec- 
tiou pearer to its end, that the 12,000 men re- 
cently sent out simultaveousiy—all of whom have 
artived—are the last forces Spain will be requir- 
ed to add to those who have goose out hitherto, 
and who number over 100,000. He will teil you 
glibly that the newly-arrived reimforce- 
ments are more than enough to crush 
the rebellion and to enable the present 
Captain-Generai to report that peace reigns in 
Cava. Between these opposing statements no 
man living in the Peninsula can really judge. 
It is, however, a singular fact that wulle the 
Gazette publishes daly a string of telegrams 
irom the Generals in charge of the operations 
in Catalouia, Aragon, aud the North, it 
never publishes any from the Captain-General 
of Cuba. @ne would think that now and 
then the Spanish public would be officially 
enlightened as to the hopes of an end to the 
Cuban war. Not a word of u ever appears. 
Why is this? I confess I am at a loss to an- 
swer. But no sooner does an English or Amer- 
ican paper venture to open its columns on the 
subject. of Cuba than the Madrid Ministerial 
press is up in arms and ready to give 
it refatation in facts aed contradiction in 
arguments. A recent article in the Times on 
the subject has called forth the anger of the 
Madrid paper Ei Tiempo. Under other circum- 
stances what the Tiempo might say ou current 
poliov would be of very little consequence. But 
at present it is one of the chief oigaus of the 
Spanish Ministry, andso its remacks may be 
presumed to have received official sanction, if 
not otticial inspiration. Ilo a recent ariicie it ro- 
marked that the Times of the 16th had au articie 
upon our much-coveted Aotilla,” examino- 
ing the desires aud p: ojects the various States of 
America entertain towards Cuba, and discussing 
the policy acd exertions of Spain from the be- 
ginning of the insurrection to the present date. 
The 7imes concluded with an jadication of the 
convenience of Spain leaving Cuba to her 
fate, for, in its opimion (tbe 1 ome is 
impotent to conquer the rebels. Ihe iiempo 
proceeds: 

As it is easy to comprehend. we do not, cannot, and 
ought pot to share in tne opinion of tas tene. We 
perfectly understand the motives by which it is ia- 
spired. Lf we lost Cuba, which is an idea much fur- 
ther from realization than the Times believes likeiy, 
British interests, instead of suffering, would, on the 
contrary, gain immensely. Cuban destiny, once it 
had gained independence, wo according to all 
probability, be the same as that of all the other State’ of 
Spanish America, Colonies which once belon to our 
Kingdom. The fabulous 1 it (Cuba) en- 
joyed up tothe moment its imnsensate rebellion 
would sucoumb in avery short time to the intrigues 
revolutions, pronunciamientos, and disturbances of 
e. “founding ling 
bulen e 
anything soilia oF ctaliie: —— instrumente 
her elow but certain ruin, not aiders of her progress 
or well-bein~ ; and when time bas passed she will be 
absorbed by the insatiable Colossus of the North. 

The Tiempo, of coutse, here alludes to the 
United States. It proceeds to add that individ- 
ual selfishness, the want of real enlightenment 
and of true patriotism, always prodace the same 
results everywhere. To enjoy a fancied liberty, 
a poor aud obscure independence, to excite the 
compassion of foreigners by ridicolous boasts 
of autonomy and pretended nationalitv, the 
new Armodi of America, who once 80 
much bragged of their primitrve Spanish 
blood and toeir Spanish genealogy, ara, accor d- 
ing to the Tiempo, traveling in a straight lice 
towards the ‘‘abyss.” That abyss is absorption 
by ancther race, who woald eventually blot out 
even the foot-marks of their history, traditions, 
language, and customs. This, says the Tiempo, 
is the explanation of the policy of certain En- 
glishmen, who desire the Angio-Saxon race to 
extend itself through the globe entire, aod to 
find new territories on which to plant its foot 
and to augment its conquests. 

The Tiempo next takes up the ides, as emitted 
by the Times, that perhaps other nations may 
get weary of the continuance of the war in 
Cuba by reason of the “supposed vio- 
lences to their subject or the injuries 
to their commerce. It says this implies a 
possible recognition of belligerent rights to the 
Rebels, or an even more efficacious inter- 
vention.” Great is the indignation of the 
Government organ at this “ insinuation.” It 
says those who imagine these occult menaces 
could in any degree frighten the Spaniards are 
losing their time and wasting their paper. 
Mighty well do the foreign nations know that 
not only the present Government, but the pre- 
ceding one, had doyé all they possibly could, and 
all that could be required by the most exacting, 
under the existing circamstances of the Penin- 
sula, to put an end to the Cuban war. Here one 
might justly remark that the sending out of re- 
inforcements vy driblets of 1,000 or 2,000 men, 
and the changing of her Captains-Geveral every 
six or eight months, do not look like much 
**earnestvess” on the part of Spain, or rather 
of her politicians. The Tiempo defends this do- 
notbing policy thus: 

While the Carlist rebellion rages in all ite force, the 
rudest notions of common sense and of policy com- 
eeled preferent attention to the fire which threatens to 
destroy our own homesteads. From the moment 
when the home rebellion had abated in its violence, it 
was accorded to improve the administration of the 
Antilla, as also to send out considerable reinforce- 
ments, and to display the energy and patriotism sufii- 
cient to euffocate the insurrection at last. 

The Madrid paper furtber declares, as is usual 
with the Spanish press io general, that this 
‘*perennial conspiracy against Spain on the 
part of natives and foreigners shall receive its 
quietus, 1f necessary,in blood and in exter- 
mination.

CHICAGO. 
BILL TO QUIET TITLE 

John W. Waughop filed a bill yesterday in the 
Cirenit Court Sally Crosby and others to 
quiet his title to Lot 16 in Block 8 of the School 
Section Addition to Chicago. This lot, after 
various vicissitudes, came into possession of 
Charles A. and Edward Higgins, who, about 1869, 
built a distillery on it and commenced making 
whisky. In 1870 Wallace & Smail obtamed a de- 
cree for a mechanic’s lien to the amount of 


$358.63 against the premises, and in 1874 the 
property was sold to complainant under this de- 
cree for about $400. Prior to this and in 1870, 
Col. Juessen, the Collector of Internal Revenue 
at that time, laid violent hands on the 
distillery property and sold it, lot aod buildings, 
subject to the mechanic's liew, to J. D. Pahiman 
aud A. H. Covert, for a violation of the Internal 
Revenue law, Wallace & Smail had, however, 
in the mechanic’s lien made Pahlman and Covert 
defendants, aod as they failed to redeem from 
the sale, complainant claims that their title is 
foreclosed and sold, and that he holds all the 
equities and title. In 1872 Pahlman and Covert 
mortgaged the property to secure $2,000, and 
this mortgage was foreciosed and their title con- 
veyed by mesne conveyances to Sally Crosby. 
Thea various parties have tax claims which they 
think are valid against the lot, but the complain- 
ant denies it all, and in order to prove who has 
the best right he files his bill im order to have 
the Court pass on the question.
